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STATEMENT OF OBJECTSAND REASONS 
The Commission on Review of Administrative Laws which was set up by the Central 
Government to review administrative laws had recommended the repeal of ( a ) the Delhi 
Municipal Corporation (Validation of Electricity Tax ) Act , 1966 , (b ) the Goa, Daman and 
Diu (Opinion Poll) Act, 1966 , and ( c ) the Punjab Prc-emption ( Chandigarh and Delhi 
Repeal ) Act, 1989 , because these laws had served their purpose and were no longer required . 

2. The Ministry of Home Affairs also set up an Expert Group to review the Acts 
administered by that Ministry. This Group recommended the repeal of nineteen Acts of 
Punjab State in so far as their application to and enforcement in the Union territory of 
Chandigarh is concerned , for the reason that these Acts have outlived their utility and there 
is no cogent reason for their continuance or retention in so far as their application to the 
Union territory of Chandigarh is concerned . Accordingly , it is proposed to repeal all the 
nineteen Acts which are applicable to the Union lerritory of Chandigarh , 

3 . The Bill seeks to achieve the above objcct.
